started in 1883; while serving as director of the company, Mrs.

Jacoby devoted more than 40 years of volunteer work to the

Alton area; she served as president of the Chapter GG PEO

Sisterhood and was an avid volunteer to the Junior Service

League and the Alton Community Service League; and

WHEREAS, Mrs. Jacoby was a longtime member of the First

Presbyterian Church in Alton, where she and a group of women

volunteered their time tutoring children in the Alton school

system for more than 10 years; and

WHEREAS, In 2000, Mrs. Jacoby and her husband received the

Circle of Care Award by the Riverbend Head Start and Family

Services for a lifetime of committed service to the community;
